and vulgarity in their manner, while 
their large feet and hands, stooped 
shoulders and ungraceful bearing tell 
the tale of old-world hereditary toil and 
grinding poverty . 
And vet this is their 
daughter. Beautiful ey es, a rosy , Hebe- 
like mouth, a swan-like neck, dainty 
hands and feet, the form of a sy lph! 
How wonders breed on the froe soil of 
America! 
Is it the climate? Well, hardly . The 
same phenomena canbeseon from I ake 
Winnepeg to the Rio Grande—from 
the frozen nortli to the tropic. Political 
institutions? 
Yes, indirectly . 
But not 
those of the United States particularly , 
Canada presents the sarno phenomena 
of race improvement, nn<l y et her Gov- 
ernment is theoretically founded on a 
monarchy . 
But her monarch is distant, 
her titled aristocrats are scarce as lions* 
teeth, and primogeniture is unknown. 
Both are free countries, therefore, in 
fact, and from 
freedom 
indirectly 
springs the race improvement. 
Food? 
Yes, a great factor in female pulchri­ 
tude is norishing food, aud it is furn­ 
ished in better quantity and quality in 
North America than any where else on 
this world’s surface. 
Tho manners and 
customs which prevail on this continent 
also give social freedom and beauty to 
tho poorer classes. The common school 
sy stem is the almebic which fuses the 
forces of society , and refinos and beau­ 
tifies the crude matter with tho aid of 
the glowing fires of thought 
Another groat causo is the social con­ 
sideration in which woman is held in 
America. 
Tho worship of the sex pre­ 
vails all over tlio civilized world, but 
in tho older countries it is confined to 
tlio higher and middlo classes. 
Here 
it descends to tho vory poorest, and ro- 
spect and courtesy are ex tended freely 
to the daughter of the hod-enrrier. On 
this continont woman does no degrad­ 
ing labor, and every where she is sur­ 
rounded by social honors and privilege* 
which in tho old world are only ex ­ 
tended to tho wealthy . 
But while those facts are enough to

p icket du ty , and as the mo o n ro se in 
its fu llness, shedding its ray s o v er the 
ru gged landscap e, the sceno became 
su rp risingly beau tifu l. 
Away belo w, 
nearly a mile in distance, twinkled o u r 
camp -fires, and lar o ft to the right, 
so me two o r three miles fro m my 
p o int 
o f 
o bserv atio n, 
sho ne 
the 
camp -fires o f the Co nfederates; bu t 
within fifty ro ds o f my p o sitio n, in ad­ 
v ance, I co u ld o ccasio nally catch a 
glimp so o f the tw inkle o f a bnv o net in 
the mo o n’s ray s, v here the Co nfederate 
p icket gu ard was lo cated.

If the clo u d is three o r fo u r 
miles o ff who a disco v ered, it is gen­ 
erally p racticable to get bey o nd the 
p ath o f it befo re it reaches tho p lace 
where the o bserv er sto o d. 
U nder no 
circu mstances sho u ld o ne mo v e to tho 
east, no rtheast, o r so u thwest. 
Many 
fo o lhardy acts hav e been co m mi It d 
(p erhap s thro u gh fear and ex citement 
o r p o sitiv e igno rance ) by p erso ns, which 
hav e resu lted in death o r terrible in­ 
ju ries, becau se they hav e trie 1 to ru n 
in fro nt o f the to rnado clo u d, thinking 
they co u ld o u tstrip it in su ch a race. 
O thers hav e attem p ted to cro ss the 
p ath ju st ahead o f tho adv ancing clo u d, 
feeling th a t they co u ld reach a safe dis­ 
tance o n the o p p o site side befo re the 
fu nnel-shap ed m o nster p assed. 
In o ne 
o f the late sto rm s a p erso n essay ed 
this trip with two ho rses and a lu m ber 
wago n, co nfident th a t he co u ld at least 
ru sh his ho rses acro ss the ap p arently 
narro w p ath o f sto rm which seemed to 
p ro gress within su ch 
circu mscribed 
limits. 
He was instantly killed, o ne o f

no rtheast q u arter is a fatal p o sitio n, 
whatev er may be said abo u t destru ctio n 
to life o r p ro p erty in any o ther. 
If, 
u nfo rtu nately , y o u aro clo se p ressed 
by the adv ancing clo u d, nev er remain 
standing and attem p t to w eather the 
p o sitio n, bu t thro w 
y o u rself p ro ne 
(face do w nward) u p o n tho gro u nd, head 
to the east, and arm s o v er the head to 
p ro tect it. 
If y o u sho u ld chance to be 
near a large sto ne o r stu mp , o r so me 
heav y , lo w o bject firmly im bedded to 
the gro u nd, take a p o sitio n directly to 
the east o f it, ly ing p ro ne u p o n the 
gro u nd, head jto ward tho o bject, p ro ­ 
tecting the fo rmer with y o u r fo lded 
arms. This adv ice is giv en in the ev ent 
o f ex trem e necessity , where o ther and 
better o p p o rtu nities aro u nav ailable o r 
hav e beco me fo rfeited. 
It is betto r, if 
p o ssible, nev er to tru st y o u rself behind

Nev er stand o r

near a sto v e o r heav y p iece o f fu rni­ 
tu re. 
Make ev ery effo rt to get into 
west ro o ms, and, if p o ssible, befo ro tho 
o nslau ght remo v e all the fu rnitu re 
fro m the western p o rtio n. 
If y o u hav e 
the necessary time, slrnt tightly ev ery 
windo w and do o r in tho bu ilding within 
which y o u may b l lo cated at the time 
o f the sto rm. 
Nev er tako reiu ge iu a 
fo rest, in a small gro v e o f trees, in an 
o rchard, in a bu ilding near a fence o f 
any kind, u nless su ch o bstru ctio n is 
entirely o u t o f the lino o f the sto rm.

Three tho usand 
five hundred and fo rty-nine o f them are 
farmers, 
while 
o nly sixteen fo llo w’ 
hunting and fishing fo r a liveliho o d.

1 ,2 0 0 bales o f co tto n. 
Their co tto n 
fields receive especial attentio n, and 
raise mo re than o ne bale to the acre. 
By the law o f the Territo ry, each citi­ 
zen can fence in as much o f the land 
as he can use, and o ccupy it as lo ng as 
lie likes.
